NOTES IN SEASON. 

Charles Scribner's Sons expect to publish 
next month, or early in September, Henry 
Seton Merriman’s last novel, “The Last 
Hope.” The scene of the story is laid in 
France and in England during the Presidency 
of the Bonaparte who later became Napoleon 
hi. It deals intimately with the attempt to 
secure the imperial throne before the famous 
coup d'etat. As already announced, this novel 
will have no serial publication. 

The J. B. Lippincott Company will bring 
out at once “Rosabel,” a love story, by Esther 
Miller, the author of the successful novel “A 
Prophet of the Real.” They have nearly 
ready a volume of especial interest to those 


engaged in the manufacture of iron, entitled 
“Lectures on Iron Founding,” by Thomas 
Turner, M.Sc., with fifty illustrations and a 
folding plate; also, Part iv. of the “Text¬ 
book of Physics,” by J. H. Poynting and J. J. 
Thomson. 

Harper & Brothers will publish at once a 
work entitled “The Pan-Germanic Doctrine,” 
written by an Englishman in close touch 
with German politics, who prefers, however, 
to remain anonymous for the present. The 
book is something in the nature of a revela¬ 
tion of the aims and aspirations of Germany 
to be a colonizing world power, as repre¬ 
sented by a certain intellectual and agitating 
class. “The Pan-Germanic Doctrine” reveals 
the extent to which this sentiment has grown 
in Germany, and exposes its serious meaning 
for the civilized world at large. While the 
German Emperor has not openly avowed a 
Pan-Germanic ambition—that is, a union of 
all the Teutonic peoples—some of his acts 
seem, on reading this volume, to be pre¬ 
paratory steps in that direction. 

Doubleday, Page & Co. will publish next 
month “The Seeker,” by Harry Leon Wilson,, 
author of “The Spenders,” etc. The story- 
deals with the life of a man, raised in a puri¬ 
tanical atmosphere, who rebels against con¬ 
ventional theology, and the delineation of the- 
conflict between faith and reason makes the 
novel one of intense human interest. The: 
book will be illustrated by Rose Cecil O’Neill,, 
who is Mrs. Harry Leon Wilson. They will 
also publish next month, probably on August 
1, “The Interloper,” by Mrs. Violet Jacob, a 
novelist new to American readers. Mrs. 
Jacob is the wife of Major Arthur Jacob, who 
had a brilliant military career in India and 
who now has an important post in India. Her 
work has been highly praised by the most 
eminent English critics, who proclaim her as 
a writer of real power. The scenes of “The 
Interloper” are all laid in a small Scotch 
coast village. Her first novel was “The 
Sheep Stealers” and was laid in Wales. 

The Macmillan Company have just pub¬ 
lished in the English Men of Letters series a 
biography of Maria Edgeworth, by Hon, 
Emily Lawless, who has included many letters 
by her famous subject not heretofore 
printed, as well as extracts from the private¬ 
ly-printed family memoir.

THE GERMAN BOOICTRADE ON THE 
AMERICAN COPYRIGHT TREATY. 

At the annual meeting of the German Pub¬ 
lishers’ Association, recently held in Leipzig, 
a very strong group of the delegates present 
was in favor of renewing the memorial, pre¬ 
viously presented to the Reichstag, for the 
repeal of the present copyright convention, or 
treaty, with the United States. In the dis¬ 
cussion of the subject, the Authors’ Associa¬ 
tion of Germany was quoted as being also in 
favor of renewing this application. It need 
Tiardly be pointed out that such a step on the 
part of Germany would not only constitute a 
decided misfortune to the cause of copyright 
throughout the world, but would also consti¬ 
tute a very serious additional difficulty in the 
way of securing favorable attention from 
Congress in the fall for the pending amend¬ 
ment. 

As the matter now stands the art and music 
trades of Germany enjoy fairly adequate pro¬ 
tection against piracy in the United States, 
.-and, under certain conditions, however un¬ 
satisfactory, the author also is protected. That 
the German author under the present treaty, 
owing to the manufacturing clause restriction, 
cannot obtain protection excepting at consid¬ 
erable expense, is to be regretted; but as the 
situation can be made clearer to the various 
elements now opposed to any modification of 
.the restrictive clause, there is hope that in 
time their opposition may be overcome, and 
the foreign authors may receive protection at 
least equal to that granted in their countries 
to American authors. In the meantime, the 
■‘‘half loaf” of protection enjoyed by the for¬ 
eign author is certainly better than no pro¬ 
tection at all, especially in view of the fact 
that without such protection the foreign au¬ 
thor has more to lose than his American 
confrere That the more conservative element 


of the German bo'oktrade is inclined to this 
view is evident from the fact that at the sug¬ 
gestion of Messrs. Brockhaus, Ruprecht, En- 
gelhorn and others further action in the mat¬ 
ter was delayed until the fall or next summer, 
by which time, it is to be hoped, matters in 
this direction may assume a more favorable 
aspect in this country. 


WORK OF THE COPYRIGHT OFFICE, 
1903-1904. 

•The copyright business for the fiscal year 
July 1, 1903, to June 30, 1904, according to 
the report of the Register of Copyrights, Thor, 
vald Solberg, issued July 2, 1904, is the larg¬ 
est" in any one year in the history of the Copy¬ 
right Office, the entries having exceeded the 
100,000 mark, (103,130,) and the net amount 
of the fees reaching $72,629. The number of 
articles deposited during the year also ex¬ 
ceeds the number in any previous year, 
amounting to 184,799 articles. 

The total amount received for fees during 
the seven years July 11, 1897, to June 30, 
1904, was $449,277, and the expenditure for 
service during the same period was $352,- 
925.76, showing excess of fees over expendi¬ 
ture for service for the seven full years to be 
$96,351.74. From the total amount appro¬ 
priated from July 1, 1897, to June 30, 1904, 
must be deducted the sum of $18,720 included 
in the appropriations for 1901, 1902, 1903 and 
1904, to be used in bringing up the arrears of 
work prior to July 1, 1897, so that the excess 
of fees earned over appropriations used for 
service is actually $115,071.74 for the seven 
years. 

No exact statement can be made of the 
other expenditures on behalf of the Copyright 
Office.* They include the cost of stationery 
and other supplies, ($902.75,) record books, 
circulars and blank forms supplied by the 
Government Printing Office, and the printing 
of the “Catalogue of Title Entries” of copy¬ 
right articles, amounting to 4971 octavo pages 
in the fiscal year 1903-1904.

COPYRIGHT OFFICE MAIL MATTER. 

The total number of registrations by mail 
made in the Copyright Office from July 10, 
1870, (the date of the first registration,) to 
June 30, 1904, thirty-four years, is 1,518,605, 
while the total applied fees for these entries 
amount to $1,101,290.31. Of this amount 
$652,012.81 was reported for copyright fees 
for the twenty-seven years from July 10, 1870, 
to June 30, 1897, and $449,277.50 for the ap¬ 
plied fees for the last seven fiscal years from 
July 1, 1897, to June 30, 1904. 

All copyright fees are deposited in the 
Treasury of the United States and are not 
applied directly to the maintenance of the 
Copyright Office. In addition to the cash 
fees, however, the copyright business brings 
each year to the Library of Congress property 
to the value of many thousands of dollars in 
the books, maps, engravings, musical compo¬ 
sitions and other articles deposited in accord¬ 
ance with the requirements of the copyright 
law. Of these articles one copy is sent for 
the use of the public to the Reading Room, 
the Division of Maps, the Prints Division, or 
the Music Division, while the other is filed in 
the Copyright Office. This latter collection 
now contains 1,289,028 publications received 
under the operation of the copyright laws 
from July 10, 1870, to June 30, 1904, including 
155,629 books, 265,159 pamphlets and leaflets, 
9894 dramas, 306,048 musical compositions, 
27,727 maps and charts, 728 atlases, 46,495 
chromos and lithographs, 154,706 photographs 
and stereograms and 87,972 engravings.

HOW MOMMSEN CAME TO WRITE 
HIS HISTORY OF ROME. 


A letter written by Professor Mommsen 
in 1877 to Gustav Frey tag, that has just been 
printed in the National-Zeitung, discloses the 
fact that Salomon Hirzel and his brother-in- 
law, Karl Reimer, the proprietors of the 
Weidmannsche Buchhandlung in Leipzig, 
suggested to Mommsen the idea of writing a 
history of Rome. When Mommsen was first 
called to the Leipzig University, in 1848, he 
was requested to deliver a lecture to a cer¬ 
tain circle of distinguished Leipzigers—the 
subject of the lecture being left to the choice 
of the young professor. Mommsen at the 
time was busy with researches into Roman 
law and jurisprudence, particularly into the 
laws governing agriculture and husbandry. 
Realizing that these matters would have little 
interest for the general public, and, what was 
of paramount importance, would make small 
impression upon one of the young ladies to be 
present whom he hoped to win for his wife, 
he finally prepared a historical lecture on the 
Gracchi. Two days after the lecture was de¬ 
livered the publishers called on Mommsen 
and requested him to write a history of Rome 
for one of their collections. Though the 
young professor was surprised by the pro¬ 
posal, he concluded that if such experienced 
publishers as Hirzel and Reimer had faith in 
his ability to perform such a work his belief 
in his own powers should at least be as great 
as theirs; and so he undertook the work which 
it took nearly thirty-seven years to complete, 


the first volume making its appearance in 
1854, the fifth and concluding volume coming 
as theirs; and so he undertook the work which 
had already reached the eighth edition. 

Hirzel and Reimer also planned the impor¬ 
tant German Dictionary edited by the Grimm 
brothers, and Dahlmann’s histories of the 
English and French revolutions.

E. P. Dutton & Co. give evidence of their 
faith in continued prosperity in the book and 
stationery business by adding considerably 
over half as much space to their store as 
they already have. The space already occu¬ 
pied by them covers 50x200 feet, running 
from Twenty-third to West Twenty-fourth 
Street, west of Fifth Avenue. To this they 
have now added a space of 67 x 100 feet on 
Twenty-fourth Street, connecting with their 
present store in the shape of an L. The new 
space permits of a comprehensive rearrange¬ 
ment of their stock and offices. The offices of 
the firm will now be ranged together in the 
newly-acquired space, with windows facing 
on Twenty-fourth Street. The counting 
room will be more comfortably and con¬ 
veniently located on the south side of the 
new space, receiving ample light and air from 
a large area that ventilates and lights the 
centre of the building. The remaining space 
of new addition will very likely be used to 
display the firm’s novelties, booklets, etc., of 
which they always carry a large and varied 
assortment. 

Their famous reading room has been moved 
back so that it now occupies a space in the 
very middle of the store convenient to almost 
every department. The space formerly occu¬ 
pied by the reading room will be utilized for 
the display of fine leather goods and station¬ 
ery novelties. The space gained by the re¬ 
moval of the offices and counting room will 
be filled with book cases. The book stock 
itself will be rearranged for the greater con¬ 
venience of the public. 

The improvements are well advanced, and 
in a few weeks more the principal changes 
will have actually been made. By the time 
the fall season begins the Duttons will be 
able to welcome their patrons to what is prob¬ 
ably the largest bookstore in the United 
States. In arrangement and artistic display 
their store has always been one of the most 
attractive. The new space will no doubt dou¬ 
ble their possibilities in this direction. 


COPYRIGHT MATTERS. 

THE EDWARD THOMPSON COMPANY'S COM¬ 
PLAINT DISMISSED. 

After litigation lasting considerably over a 
year the action for infringement of copyright 
brought by the Edward Thompson Company, 
publishers of the “American Encyclopedia of 
English and American Law,” against the 
American Law Book Company, publishers of 
the “Cyclopedia of Law and Procedure,” was 
ended on July 9 by an opinion handed down 
by Judge Platt of the United States Circuit 
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■Court, New York City, wherein the bill of 
•complaint brought against the American Law 
Book Company was dismissed. At the time 
the litigation was begun, Judge Lacombe 
granted a temporary injunction against the 
defendants, which was promptly appealed to 
the higher tribunal, where it was dissolved. 
The final hearing on the proofs before Judge 
Platt was had some time ago. 

The defendants denied the charge of piracy, 
contending that the decisions quoted in the 
work it published were public property, and 
no one, even if it had a copyright on an ab 
stract of the opinion, could prevent another 
similar abstract from being made. The de¬ 
fence also asserted that it had paid the pub¬ 
lishers of the full opinions for a right to make 
the excerpts printed in its work. An appeal 
will no doubt be taken to the United States 
Circuit Court of Appeals. 


OBITUARY NOTES. 

T. F. Halloway, newsdealer and bookseller 
of Philadelphia, died recently in that city. 

Mrs. Abby Blake Blodgett, whose exten¬ 
sive contracts for expensive books led to suits 
.against several New York book agents last 
spring, after she had been declared to be men¬ 
tally incompetent, died on February 3, at 
Eishkill-on-the-Hudson, N. Y., aged eighty- 
six. The suit against the book agents was 
brought by her son, William Tilden Blodgett, 
to rescind contracts to the amount of $250,- 
000 for books entered into by Mrs. Blodgett. 
Mr. Blodgett asked in his suit that the dealers 
be forced to refund all the money which had 
been paid on account, with interest from date 
of payments, and that all outstanding notes 
be rescinded, in return for which the Blodgett 
estate would give up all equity in the books. 
Mrs. Blodgett’s fortune, it is reported, 
amounted to $347,000, of which $215,000 was 
personal. Her husband, William T. Blodgett, 
at the time of his death, twenty-five years ago, 
was a well known New York merchant. 


NOTES ON AUTHORS. 

George Moore has finished work on his new 
novel to be entitled ‘‘General Life.” 

The Western Writers’ Association held 
their nineteenth annual meeting at the 
Winona Hotel, Winona Lake, Ind. There 
were present Ben S. Parker, Professor W. H. 
Venable, Charles Eugene Banks, Hubert M. 
Skinner, James Whitcomb Riley, Madison 
Cawein, John Uri Lloyd, Opie Read and a 
number of others. 

Will Irwin, who collaborated with Gelett 
Burgess in “The Reign of Queen Isyl” and 
■“The Picaroons,” has left his native Califor¬ 
nia and come East to join the forces of the 
New York Sun. He was formerly Sunday 
editor of the San Francisco Chronicle. His 
decision to come East was brought about by 
a letter from the dead novelist, Frank Norris, 
which had been for many months delayed in 
the mails. The letter advised Mr. Irwin to 
get to New York. 


The fact has just been disclosed that 
“Agnes Surbridge,” the author of “The Con¬ 
fessions of a Club Woman,” which is arous¬ 
ing such wide comment, is a well-known 
eastern club woman who has published- several 
successful books over her own name. She pre¬ 
ferred to publish “The Confessions of a Club 
Woman” over a pseudonym for the reason 
that it is such a frank statement of the case. 
Miss “Surbridge” has taken an active part in 
club work and has attended every biennial of 
the General Federation in ten years. The 
vivid picture of a biennial session is drawn 
from real life. There is much conjecture over 
the authorship, and it promises to enlist in¬ 
terest as the discussion of the novel becomes 
keener. 


JOURNALISTIC NOTES. 

The Hibbert Journal for July has an inter¬ 
esting study of Herder, by T. Bailey Saun¬ 
ders; a paper on “Hegel’s Theory of Trag¬ 
edy,” by Dr. A. C. Bradley, and one on “Art 
and Ideas,” by Dr. C. Montague Bakewell, 
that will repay careful Reading. 

The Book Lover , formerly published by the 
Consolidated Retail Booksellers, has been 
taken over by The Library Publishing Com¬ 
pany of Philadelphia, the publishers of The 
Booklovers* Magazine, and will hereafter be 
discontinued as a separate publication. Un¬ 
expired subscriptions to The Book Lover will 
be filled with The Booklovers’ Magazine, be¬ 
ginning with the July tissue. 

The “Fiction Number” of Scribner's will 
contain a short story by Rudyard Kipling en¬ 
titled “They,” an imaginative tale in the man¬ 
ner of “The Brushwood Boy.” The same 
issue will have stories by Thomas Nelson 
Page, Edith Wharton, Josephine Daskam 
Bacon, Robert Grant, Guy Wetmore Carryl, 
Robert W. Chambers, Nelson Lloyd, and 
poems by Henry van Dyke, E. S. Martin and 
John Finley. 

The London Athenccum, with its issue of 
June 25, rounded out its seventy-sixth year, 
having been founded in June, 1828, by Charles 
Wentworth Dilke. Throughout its entire ca¬ 
reer the Athenccum has stood foremost as the 
representative of solid English scholarship 
and fearless criticism. To the slur so often 
cast upon it by the unthinking of being dull, 
antiquated and behind the times, we can think 
of no stronger contradiction than the claim 
made by the present -editor, namely, that The 
Athenccum “has been associated many times 
with the cause of the pioneer, with freedom 
and reform.” To take only two instances: 
F. D. Maurice, one of its earliest editors, not 
only discovered the genius of Tennyson, but 
was the pioneer of the movement to give 
proper education to women; and John Fran¬ 
cis, for fifty years the publisher of The 
Athenccum, took a leading part in the rep-eal 
of the exorbitant taxes on literature and the 
press. We add our congratulations and best 
wishes for its future welfare to the many 
that are now being showered upon our es¬ 
teemed contemporary.

The life and times of Savonarola, in brief 
and popular form, and a tale entitled “The 
Home of Fiesole,” included in one volume, 
will be published shortly by Thomas Whit¬ 
taker. 

The Century Company will publish in the 
fall, following serial publication in The Cen¬ 
tury, Dr. S. Weir Mitchell’s “The Youth of 
Washington,” in two editions, one limited to 
five hundred copies. 

A. M. Robertson, of San Francisco, Cal., 
has made arrangements with the Dodge Pub¬ 
lishing .Company, 23 East Twentieth Street, 
New York, to carry in stock a complete line 
of his publications. 

Arm and Colin & Co., Paris, have just 
brought out Pierre Leroy Beaulieu’s “Les 
Etats Unis au Vingtieme Siecle,” which deals 
with the material development of America 
since De Tocqueville’s “Democracy.” 

Ginn & Co. have just brought out a new 
edition of Myers’s excellent “Ancient His¬ 
tory.” Much of the text has been rewritten 
in order to profit by the suggestions embodied 
in the report of the “Committee of Seven” of 
the American Historical Association. 

The Life Publishing Company have in 
preparation a volume entitled “A Woman’s 
Confessional,” by Mine. Woljeska-Tindolph, 
an Austrian, who purports to portray the life 
history of a remarkable woman in the form 
of epigrams taken from her journal, marking 
the different stages of her mental and moral 
development. 

Robert Grier Cooke, New York, has just 
published a volume entitled “The Roosevelt 
Doctrine,” giving the personal utterances of 
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the President on various matters of vital in¬ 
terest, authoritatively arranged for reference 
in their logical sequence. There are nearly 
twenty-five important topics treated in this 
way. The book was compiled by E. E. Gar¬ 
rison, who served in the Rough Riders under 
Colonel Roosevelt. 

L. C. Page & Company have been obliged 
to postpone the publication of Morley Rob¬ 
erts’s novel, “Rachel Marr,” until July 20, be¬ 
cause the advance orders have necessitated 
the printing of a second edition. They have 
in preparation and will issue at once a new 
edition of “The Book of the Myths,” the first 
volume of the famous Pipes of Pan Scries, by 
Bliss Carman, which will contain a number 
of additional poems. 

The Funk & Wagnalls Company have 
just published an inexpensive set of the 
“Works” of Edgar Allan Poe, which they call 
the Cameo edition. It is in ten sixteenmo 
volumes, with an introduction by Edwin 
Markham and frontispiece portraits and illus¬ 
trations. The first volume contains the in¬ 
troduction and poems; the next seven vol¬ 
umes contain the tales, and the last two the 
essays, criticism and miscellany and a full 
index. 

Suits have been filed by the Bobbs-Merrill 
Company against undercutters of the dollar 
price of “The Castaway” in Philadelphia, 
New York and Detroit. The firm again an¬ 
nounces that they are determined to test the 
principle involved at law so thoroughly that 
no doubt can remain in regard to it. They 
are in almost daily receipt of letters from 
booksellers in all parts of the country assur¬ 
ing them of their hearty co-operation in car¬ 
rying out their fixed-price plan. 

E. P. Dutton & Company have just ready 
the two volumes of “Elizabethan Sonnets,” 
edited by Sidney Lee, completing their issue 
of Arbor’s English Garner. Mr. Lee’s intro¬ 
duction continues the investigation, the first 
results of which have appeared in his “Life 
of Shakespeare.” No detailed examination of 
the foreign influences at work on Elizabethan 
literature has so far been undertaken, so that 
this pioneer work in an exceedingly interest¬ 
ing field will be of wide interest. 

Brentano’s have in press a new edition of 
the “Letters from a Portuguese Nun,” to an 
officer in the French army, reprinted, in exact 
facsimile, by the Merrymount Press from the 
1817 edition, with a frontispiece. The book 
will contain the first seven letters hitherto 
omitted in all American editions. They also 
announce a work on the game of bridge, en¬ 
titled “Bridge Developments,” by Edmund 
Robertson and A. Hyde-Wollaston, acknowl¬ 
edged authorities on the game in England. 

PIarper & Brothers have just ready a work 
on “Starters and Regulators,” for electric mo¬ 
tors and generators, by Rudolf Krause, elec¬ 
trical engineer, translated into English by two 
well-known lecturers at the Municipal School 
of Technology, Manchester, England, C. 
Kinzbrunner and N. West. The value of the 
book is increased by ninety-eight illustrations 
and diagrams and a full index. It is an ad¬ 


vanced work, a general knowledge of the 
working of generators and motors on the part 
of the reader having been assumed. 

Charles B. Hall, 955 East 168th Street,. 
(Telephone 1192L Melrose,) New York, has 
just perfected a process of engraving upon 
which he has been experimenting for years,, 
which for convenience he calls “etchotone.” 
This process enables him to turn out a plate 
having the value of a steel etching, but which 
can be printed with letter-press just as a half¬ 
tone plate is printed. The fact that will spe¬ 
cially recommend it to publishers and printers 
is that while the plates show effects marvel¬ 
lously like steel engraving or etching, their 
cost of production is no higher than that of 
re-touched half-tone plates. 

Herbert Spencer’s trustees, according to 
the London Athcnccum, have already made 
good progress in arranging for the continua¬ 
tion of the “Descriptive Sociology,” for 
which Mr. Spencer fully provided in his will. 
Professor Mahaffy and Professor W. A. 
Goligher, of Trinity College, Dublin, have un¬ 
dertaken to prepare volumes on the Hellenic 
and Hellenistic Greeks; Professor A. Wiede¬ 
mann, of Bonn, the well-known Egyptologist, 
will deal with the ancient Egyptians; and the 
trustees hope to be able to begin in the fall the 
printing of a Chinese volume, on which E. T. 
C. Werner, of the British Consular service in 
China, has been occupied for many years. H. 
R. Tedder, secretary and librarian of the 
Athenaeum Club, is the editor of the series. 

McClure, Phillips & Co. will hereafter 
publish Stewart Edward White’s book, 
brought out by the Outlook Company, “The 
Forest.” They have in preparation also for 
the autumn a companion volume called “The 
Mountains.” They publish also by Mr. White, 
“The Westerners,” “The Blazed Trail,” “Con¬ 
juror’s House” and “The Silent Places.” 
They have purchased from Charles Scrib¬ 
ner’s Sons the rights in Ida M. Tarbell’s 
book, “Madame Roland,” which they will 
add to their list this fall. They have also 
purchased from the Scribners William Allen 
White’s volume of political stories, “Strata¬ 
gems and Spoils,” which will hereafter appear 
uniform with their edition of Mr. White's 
“The Court of Boyville” and “The ReaL 
Issue.” 

In the library of the late Canon Ainger, 
which was dispersed at auction the other day, 
there was a copy of the first edition of 
“Lamia,” with an inscription by the author. 
In the book, according to the New York 
Tribune, “an advertisement of “Hyperion” 
was printed, reading: Tf any apology be 
thought necessary for the appearance of the 
unfinished poem of ‘Hyperion’ the publishers 
beg to state that they alone are responsible, 
as it was printed at their particular request 
and contrary to the wish of the author. The 
poem was intended to have been of equal 
length with ‘Endymion/ but the reception 
given to that work discouraged the author 
from proceeding.’ Above this Keats wrote: 
‘This is none of my doing; I was ill at the 
time,’ and beneath it, ‘This is a lie.’ ” 
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G. P. Putnam's Sons will publish shortly 
the first volume of the new history of the 
United States, 1607-1904, by William Esta- 
hrook Chancellor and Fletcher Willis Hewes. 
The volume deals with the discoveries and 
explorations of this country in the seven¬ 
teenth century, and is entitled “Coloniza- 
tion.” It has been divided into four parts 
—population and politics, war and con¬ 
quest, industry and commerce, and civil¬ 
ization. Each chapter closes with a sum¬ 
mary of the important events concerning its 
subject, a bibliography, and a comprehen¬ 
sive index. Its table of contents is ar¬ 
ranged in four columns—one for each section 
—and divided into year spaces. The history, 
which will be complete in ten volumes, will 
•deal with the American political institutions, 
religious organizations, industrial life, pros¬ 
perity, education, society, public and private 
philanthropies, pure and applied sciences, the 
industrial and fine arts, and the progress in 
numbers, health, morals and intelligence. All 
these matters will be dealt with in their ori¬ 
gins, processes, successive stages, and modern 
conditions. Not only will the history treat of 
the events that have affected the general wel¬ 
fare of the country, but also of the events that 
have affected the welfare of its people indi¬ 
vidually. Each volume will be arranged in 
four parts like the first, and will contain a 
number of maps, colored and in line, as well 
as a photogravure frontispiece portrait of one 
of the representative men of the time. Mr. 
Chancellor is writing on the population, poli¬ 
tics, wars and civilization, while Mr. Hewes 
prepares the record of industries, commerce, 
finance and statistics, and is responsible for 
the illustrations, maps, diagrams, indices and 
tables in all the parts. 

The Macmillan Company publish this 
week “Manchu and Muscovite,” an important 
work on Manchuria, by Putnam Weale. The 
volume consists largely in letters from Man-, 
churia written during last autumn, popular in 
character and packed with interesting facts 
about the country and the people and the way 
in which business is done and affairs are car¬ 
ried on. A historical sketch entitled “Pro¬ 
logue to the Crisis” gives a complete account 
of the Manchurian frontiers and their his¬ 
tory from the earliest days, and of the growth 
and final meeting of the Russian and Chinese 
empires in the Amur regions. The book is 
fully illustrated from photographs. They have 
also just brought out C. S. Dougall’s account 
of his leisurely pilgrimages through “The 
Burns Country,” illustrated with fifty photo¬ 
graphs of unfamiliar scenes; “The Diversions 
of a Music-Lover,” by C. L. Graves,” which in¬ 
cludes glimpses and reminiscences of famous 
musicians of modern times, musical criticism, 
etc.; “Adventures Among Pictures,” by 
Charles Lewis Hind, with many illustrations, 
some in colors, from the original paintings; 
Oliphant Smeaton’s account of “Edinburgh 
and Its Story,” including descriptions of all 
parts of the modern town, illustrated from 
all sorts of sources, ancient and modern; Sir 
Martin Conway’s book on “The Alps,” with 
seventy full-page plates in colors by A. D. 
McCormick; the volume on “The French 


Revolution,” in the Cambridge Modern His¬ 
tory; that on “Leonardo Da Vinci,” in the 
series of Great Masters in Painting and Sculp¬ 
ture; “The Faith of a Christian,” by “A Dis-< 
ciple;” “Shakespeare Documents: a Chrono¬ 
logical Catalogue of Extant Evidence Relating 
to the Life and Works of William Shake¬ 
speare,” by D. H. Lambert; and Motley’s 
“The Rise of the Dutch Republic,” with Mr. 
Moncure D. Conway’s biographical introduc¬ 
tion, in three leather-bound volumes of the 
York Library . 

Dana Estes & Co. have just ready a “Life 
of Shakespeare,” by Dr. William J. Rolfe, the 
veteran scholar and commentator, who on 
more than one disputed point takes issue with 
usually accepted authorities. The volume is a 
large octavo, fully illustrated, and contains 
an exhaustive index. They have also just 
ready a new one-volume edition of Alexan¬ 
der Dyce’s “Glossary to Shakespeare’s 
Works.” The present edition contains all of 
Dyce’s references for the illustrative quota¬ 
tions from Shakespeare, with the addition of 
several new features. Dr. Dyce’s references 
heretofore were only to volume and page of 
his own edition. For these are substituted 
references to the particular play, with act, 
scene and line, in accordance with the num¬ 
bering of the Cambridge edition. References 
to the Cambridge text ’have also been inserted 
when the word defined as given in that text 
varies from that of Dyce. In defining words, 
moreover, Dyce sometimes merely refers to 
his notes on the play and poem for explana¬ 
tion instead of giving it in the glossary. For 
these words the information in the notes has 
been transferred to the glossary, thus making 
it compelete in itself. Other books just 
brought out by Dana Estes & Company are 
the following books for young people: “Lou,” 
by Harriet A. Cheever; “The Doings of 
Nancy,” by Evelyn Raymond; “Gloria,” by 
Faith Bickford; “The Rock Frog,” by Har¬ 
riet A. Cheever; “The Lady Spider in the 
King’s Palace,” by Harriet A. Cheever; “Puss 
in the Corner,” a rebus book, by Edith Fran¬ 
cis Foster; “Patriot and Tory,” by Edward 
S. Ellis; “Defending the Island,” by James 
Otis; and “What Paul Did,” by Etheldred B. 
Barry. In general literature they have just 
ready “The Historical Romances” of William 
Ware, in three volumes; the Illustrated Cab¬ 
inet edition of the “Works” of Edgar Allan 
Poe, and the Illustrated Sterling editions of 
the “Works” of Poe. Lamb and Fielding, and 
of the “Essays” of Macaulay.
